HONOLULU (AP) — Hawaii’s 
confused recount of its first presi¬ 
dential ballots ended yesterday 
with President-elect John F. Ken¬ 
nedy winning by 115 votes. 

The recount of Hawaii’s 240 pre¬ 
cincts gave Kennedy 92,410 and 
Richard M, Nixon 92,295. 

In a reversal of the state’s 
certified Nov. 8 election returns. 
Circuit Court Judge Ronald B. 
Jamieson ruled, in effect, the 
three Hawaif electoral votes 
should have gone to Kennedy, 

Vice President Nixon had been 
certified winner by 141 votes.
